W ashington—The Government today slashed its restrictions on hous­ 
ing credit to allow consumers to buy homes with a sm aller down pay­ 
ment. Regulation X — control on housing credit — was relaxed by the 
Housing and Home Finance Agenc y and the Federal Reserve Board so 
that residences costing less than $8 , 0 0 0 need only a five percent down 
payment from non-veterans and no payment at all from veterans.

It is significant and indicative 
of a trend that a recent increase 
of $10 a ton in the price of Cana* 
dian newsprint has brought wide­ 
spread repercussions in tin- colin* 
try, 
repercussions 
that

spread into the halls of Congress, 
hut nary a word has found it*, wav 
into print lamenting the high cost 
of "slick" paper used bv maga­ 
zines and in the production of 
iiooks. 


I nc reason, of course, is clear­ 
ly 
evident. 
Newspapers 
today 
have the largest circulation in 
history and use a greater tonnage 
(if newsprint than ever before, 
although there are fewer news 
papers than a decade ago. M aga­ 
zine circulation has held up well in 
the postwar years, hut there i> 
not the all-out interest in maga­ 
zines that there is in the nation’s 
press. 


Consumption ol inewsprint bv 
the country’s newspajH rs has in­ 
creased steadily for 15 years, and 
today is more than double the 
figure of IO years ago, hut out­ 
put of newsprint iii the U. S. has 
steadily declined. During the war 
several mills switched from the 
manufacture of newsprint to coat­ 
ed paper because the price of 
newsprint was more rigidly con­ 
trolled. 
Today newj-paijer* in the LI. S. 
are dependent 
upon 
Canadian 
sources of supply for 90 |>er cent 
of their raw material. Fifty years 
ago lipre than 85 |>er cent was 
produced in this country, and for 
several 
decades 
lie fore 
W orld 
W ar II boatloads of palier were 
shipped to these shores by Scan­ 
dinavian mills. 
The lx»ok publishing business 
has been adversely affected by 
high prices, according to lxn.k 
publishers. Fewer J Hoople will pay 
the prices that must be charged 
for high class volumes, they say. 
That production of newsprint 
on a large scale will ever In' re­ 
sumed in this country is doubt­ 
ful. Moves are under way, in and 
out of Congress, to finance new 
mills in this country that will re­ 
lieve dependence on 
Canadian 
supplies. Some large American 
newspapers own paper mills in 
C anada. I he C liicago Tribune has 
more than $100,000,000 invested 
in Canadian mills. 
Ignoring the fact that tile price 
of Canadian new sprint has been 
boosted to a height that will make 
increased circulation and adver­ 
tising rates necessary, it is de­ 
trimental to the national interest' 
for newspapers of the United 
States to be dependent upon mills 
in another nation for virtually 
their entire* supply of newsprint. 


At the rate the horse popula­ 
tion of the country is declining, 
horse racing may soon I*, neces­ 
sary for perpetual ii >n, instead of 
improvement, of the breed.
